This little

quiet Sunday. 
The • presence in tilt* 
harbor of several warships that had 
Liken part in the annihilation of the 
formidable navy of a rival power af­ 
forded some excitement, but tin- night 
was quiet with the people dreaming 
ct peace after a period of war. 
The 
quietness was broken by a terrible ex­ 
plosion, 
accompanied 
bv a 
terrific 
shock. 
The 
people awoke 
on the 
coast to discover that a terrible dis­ 
aster had overtaken the beloved M i­ 
kasa, tile flagship of the great Togo, 
who led his men to victory in the life 
and death struggle in which the na­ 
tion had just been engaged.

describe the

found disappointment and sorrow at­ 
tending this great catastrophe. 
The 
absence 
of Admiral Togo 
from the 
ship at th* time of the explosion and 
tile hope that the vessel

paired are the only redeeming fea­ 
tures of the unprecedented calam ity. 
A deep feeling of sympathy toward 
the unfortunate sufferers after a ces­ 
sation of hostilities permeates every 
cla^s. 
The M ikasa was a first class battle­ 
ship of 15,200 tons displacement. She 
was built in England and was launched 
in 1902. 
The battleship was 400 feet 
long, had a speed of over lh knots 
ami carried a crew of 935 officers and 
men. 
She was heavily armored and 
carried four 12-inch guns, fourteen 6- 
ineh guns, two 12-pounders and a num­ 
ber of smaller rapidfire guns. 
She 
had tour submerged torpedo tubes.

tee, had labored for over an hour to 
get a direct 
answer from 
Mr. R an ­ 
dolph to a direct question. 
The inquiry had dragged through a 
mass of figures during almost the e n ­ 
tire day, but it was not until nearly 
the hour for ending the session that 
the sensational feature was brought 
out. 
Earlier in the 
day Mr. Randolph 
had handed Mr. Hughes a schedule of 
syndicate underwritings and transac­ 
tions of the New York Life for the 
past ten years. 
This statem ent was 
to show and a foot note to the sched­ 
ule so stated that the company had 
participated in no syndicate transac­ 
tions that had been closed out Vvith a 
loss. 
Am ong these syndicate tra n sa c ­ 
tions was the 
underw riting of the 
Navigation syndicate or International 
Mercantile marine. 
Mr. H ughes drew from the witness 
that th e re was an ag g reg ate of $4,- 
000,000 the New York Life paid J. P. 
Morgan & Co. on this “joint account.” 


Took Up Sale of Stock. 


Mr. H u g h es then took 
up a sales 
item dated Dec. 31. 1903, of $800,000 of 
International Mercantile Marine stock. 
Mr. 
Randolph, 
replying to 
Mr. 
Hughes, said this sale w as made to 
J. P. Morgan A Co. 
Mr. Hughes thou 
a s k e d : 
“On Jan. 2. 1904, there is an entry 
of a purchase of $800,000. From whom 
did you b u y ?” 
“J. P. Morgan & Co.” 
“W h y did you sell to J. P. Morgan, 
then buy from J. P. Morgan & Co. on 
the next business d a y ? ” 
“ Because they desired to reduce it.” 
“ Yes, but why, then did you buy it

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY CLUB 


Water 
Special Committee on 


Works Matter Reported Pro­ 


gress in the Proceedings 


There was a meeting of tho Commer­ 
cial Club last night in the club rooms 
and while the attendance was not large 
there were matters of importance and 
general interest brought up. 
Dr. Hemstead referred to a matter of 
importance and one which the Commer­ 
cial Club will take up and help push 
through. 
It is the question of building 
a bridge over what is known as the Gull 
lake “ narrows.”

The question was referred to the 
committee on permanent improvement 
and good roads.

xport trade to Germany; and 
‘Whereas, O ur export of merchan­ 
dise to Germany have more than dou- 
led in the last ten years, and have reach 
*d the sum of $215,000,000 in the year of 
901, exceeding in value the exports of 
ny other nation into Germany, anti 
roving that country to be our best cus­ 


tomer after the United Kingdom; there­ 


fore be it 
“ Resolved, 
That this 
Commercial 
Club heartily favors the conclusion of a 
commercial treaty of reciprocity between 
the German Em pire and the govern­ 
ment of the United States by which the 
trade relations between both countries 
may be adjuster upon a mutually ad­ 
vantageous basis: and be it further 
“ Resolved That our senators be 
re­ 
quested to use all proper means and to 
exercise every honorableeifort to secure 
the conclusion anil ratitiications of such 
a treaty of reciprocity between the two 
countries.” 
J. M. Elder, of tho special water 
works committee, reported that good 
progress was being made in the direc­ 
tion of solving the question, and the 
committee hopes to make some interest­ 
ing reports in a short time.

water troubles of the region, were thor­ 
oughly discussed yesterday by the par­ 
ties interested, before the board of ar 
my engineers convened for hearings in 
Bt. Paul. 
The session served to clear 
the atmosphere to a considerable degree, 
anti though the A itkin complainants 
were not silenced or convinced, their a r­ 
guments plainly failed to appeal to mem­ 
bers of the board, who declared 
that 
they approved of tho present manage­ 
ment of the system of reservoirs. 
As a result of the board's investiga­ 
tion on the upper river, the three en­ 
gineers are convinced that the reser­ 
voirs saved Aitkin -county 
from 
a 
flood that would have gone three or 
four feet higher than their first and 
greatest overflow. 
This statement was 
made in the open hearing by M ajor 
H. M. Chittenden, chairman of the 
board, and the other two members, M a ­ 
jor C. L . Potter of D uluth and Captain 
W . V. Judson o* Milwaukee, showed 
plainly that they agreed with the con­ 
clusion and approved of the policy pur­ 
sued by Major Derby. 
Delegations are attending the hear­ 
ing from several cities, including M in ­ 
neapolis, St. Paul, Duluth, Grand Rap­ 
ids and Cass Lake. 
The Aitkin hear­ 
ing took all the morning session.

Tile m aking of nails is one of the 
oldest American, as It is one o f tile 
oldest English, Industries, Hut in Great 
Britain the greater part of the product 
has been hand work, in A m erica m a­ 
chine work. 
Of modern nails, tile w ire or French 
pails and the com m on cut nails are 
m ade In quantities w hich far exceed 
all other kinds. 
The w ire nails have 
Increased enorm ously in general use 
during recent years, but there are still 
m any purposes for w hich cut nails ore 
preferred. 
T he process of m akin g w ire nnils is 
exceedingly sim ple and alm ost wholly 
autom atic. 
A large reel or spool of 
w ire of a size equal to that of the 
shank of the im 11 to he m ade feeds 
forw ard nt each revolution of the ma­ 
chine a piece of w ire equal to the 
length of the nail and a fraction of an 
inch more. 
This 
Is 
seized 
firmly 
by 
clamps, 
which straighten w h ile they hold it, 
and at tin* sam e tim e a pair of Jaws 
so cut the w ire as to leave a sharp 
point to the nail. 
Before tile clam ps let go their hold 
a ham m er, the face of w hich is a die, 
strikes tie* other end of the wire a 
sharp blow, w hich form s tin* head. 
The 
clam ps 
have 
corrugated 
sur­ 
faces, not m erely to hold the nail more 
securely, 
but to im press upon 
it a 
series of ridges and depressions, which 
m ake it 
harder 
to d raw 
out 
when 
once driven home. 
The m aking of cut nails is less auto­ 
m atic and much harder. 
A ny one who 
has seen a nailm aker at w ork w ill un­ 
derstand the aptness of the old ex p res­ 
sion, to “work like a nailer.’’ 
T he iron 
for cut nails is first rolled Into sheets, 
tin* thickness of w hich is equal to the 
thickness of the nail. 
It is then cut 
into plates as w id e as the nail is long 
aud of such length as a m an can han­ 
d le conveniently, say from fifteen to 
tw en ty inches. 
The nail cutting m achine is a heavy, 
com pact piece of m echanism , not much 
larger than a se w in g machine, before 
w hich the nailm aker sits on a stool. 
It consists of but little m ore than a 
pair of shears, strong enough to cut 
iron three-eighths o f an inch thick, and 
a heading hammer. 
A ny one w ho will exam in e a cut nail 
will find that the shank tapers, not on 
all four sides from the* head, as he may 
h ave supposed, but on tw o sides only. 
The* other tw o sides are parallel. 
It is 
the neglect to notice this fact which 
leads so m any persons to start a nail 
into wood in a w a y which splits it.

w hich has com e to a dull red heat. 
H olding this by m ean s of pinchers, he 
feeds the edge farthest from him to the 
ja w s of the m achine. 
As they descend 
they shear a tapering strip from the 
edge. 
This is seized by clam ps, which 
hold It Just long enough for the head­ 
ing ham m er to strike the blow which 
form s the head and then drop It. 
Now, 
if 
the 
nailer

simply 
to push the plate forw ard again tho 
tapering character of the strip which 
is sliced off would destroy the rectan­ 
gular shape of the plate, and the nails 
w ould neither be of a length nor have 
square heads and [joints. 
To obviate 
this difficulty the plate m u st be turned 
over betw een every tw o nails that tire 
cut, so tinily the head of the nail will 
com e alternately from one side of the 
pluto and from the other. 
T his—aud It is the principal part of 
the nailer’s w ork—is done w ith a sim ­ 
ple turn of tile wrist, and the plate is 
fed forward as before.

A good nailm aker w ill m ake from 
tw o to four flops—that is, w ill cut from 
tw o to four nulls—a second, the smaller 
nails,

rapidly than the larger ones. 
As the 
plate grows cool it is returned to the 
oven to be reheated, and another plate 
takes its place. 
A nailm aker’s hands and arm s al­ 
w a y s show the character of his work 
by the tremendous developm ent of cer­ 
tain special m uscles and by callouses, 
which become as hard as horn.
